I first became aware of Scientology 
when Time magazine published its 
now-famous 1991 cover story calling it 
'The Cult of Greed.” The church filed 
a lawsuit that dragged on for nearly 
a decade and was ultimately decided in 
Time's favor when the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to hear Scientology’s appeal. Since 
then, while covering Hollywood, I’ve come 
to know a few Scientologists personally 
and a bit more about their religion. I’m 
often asked why intelligent, well-meaning 
individuals would join a church that’s considered by some a cult. The truth is, it 
works for some people. Scientology is not unlike a 12-step program; parishioners 
are encouraged to rid themselves of resentments and insecurities by examining 
their past. It offers helpful communication tools and, like most religions, a sense of 
community. It’s also a very insular organization, which enables members to ignore 
numerous allegations of the church’s misdeeds, including accounts of physical abuse 
and vengeful tactics against ex-members. In this week’s cover story and in her new 
book Troublemaker, Leah Remini opens up about the three decades (and millions of 
dollars) she spent as a Scientologist 
and why she grew disillusioned as 
she reached the church’s most elite 
levels. By her own admission, Leah 
can be abrasive and stubborn— 
which could explain some of her 
conflicts. And the church has react- 
ed with insults and name-calling— 
which says a lot about Scientology’s 
leadership. Leah’s story is a juicy, 
inside-Hollywood read, but it’s 
more than that. It’s a moving 
story about the value of questioning 
authority and how one woman sur- 
vived a profound crisis of faith.

. If you miss a dose of Tamiflu, take it as soon as you remember. If it is 2 hours or less before your next 
dose, do not take the missed dose. Take your next dose of Tamiflu at your scheduled time. Do not take 
2 doses at the same time 

. If Tamiflu for oral suspension is not available or you cannot swallow Tamiflu capsules, your healthcare 
provider may instruct you to open Tamiflu capsules and mix the capsules’ contents with sweetened 
liquids such as chocolate syrup (regular or sugar- free), corn syrup, caramel topping, or light brown 
sugar (dissolved in water) 

• If your healthcare provider has instructed you to take Tamiflu oral suspension or open your 
Tamiflu capsules, read the detailed Instructions for Use in the full prescribing information.

What are the possible side effects of Tamiflu? 

Tamiflu may cause serious side effects, including serious skin and allergic reactions.

High above the tourists and traffic of 
Hollywood Boulevard, Leah Remini 
sits in a hotel room, staring defiantly 
down at her past. She looks out the win- 
dow at a tan four- story building that 
houses the offices of David Miscavige, 
leader of the controversial Church of 
Scientology, which Remini dedicated 
her life to for more than three decades. 
“It makes me sad to look over there,” 
says the former King of Queens star, 45, 
who in 2013 summoned the courage to 
leave the church— something few 
celebrities at her level of fame have ever 
done before and almost none have ever 
talked about. ‘'But at the same time Fm 
so blessed to be removed from it. Fve 
been given a second chance at life, and 
so has my family” 

This week Remini— whose family left 


the church with her— dropped another 
bombshell, her much-anticipated book 
Troublemaker: Surviving Hollywood 
and Scientology, which painstakingly 
details her life inside the secretive 
church since age 8 and her nerve- 
racking decision to leave. Not surpris- 
ingly, Scientology came out swinging 
against its most famous detractor yet: 
“It comes as no surprise that someone 
as self-absorbed as Leah Remini with 
an insatiable craving for attention 
would exploit her former faith as a pub- 
licity stunt,” the church said in a state- 
ment, adding that she was “on the verge 
of being expelled for her ethical lapses” 
and detailing her alleged lies and mis- 
deeds in statements on its website 
scientologynews.org. 

Remini, who lives in Los Angeles 
with her husband, Angelo Pagan, 57, 
and daughter Sofia, 11, anticipated the 
backlash— and the self-described big 
mouth isn’t too worried about it. In 
fact, beginning on the first page of 
Troublemaker she airs a detailed list of 
her own dirty laundry (“I have lied,” 
she begins. “I have cheated. I have done 
things . . . Fm not proud of”) in an 
attempt to beat her critics to the 
punch. “I understand what they’re 
doing and why they’re doing it,” she 
says of the denunciations. “It’s what 
they do. I was just hoping they’d be a 
little more imaginative.” As the storm 


she touched off rages around her, she’s 
blunt, earthy and surprisingly calm. “It 
feels,” she says, “like a rebirth.” 

A Childhood in the Church 

The story of Remini’s involvement with 
Scientology— a faith founded in 1954 by 
science-fiction writer L. Ron Hubbard— 
begins in Brooklyn’s working-class Ben- 
sonhurst neighborhood, where she was 
introduced to the religion by her mom, 
Vicki Marshall, after her divorce from 
Leah’s father. Her mom’s new boyfriend 
turned the family on to Hubbard’s 
teachings. “I couldn’t pronounce the 
word,” Remini says with a laugh, “but 
almost immediately my mother became 
a little more open and less the mother 
who was always yelling at you. She told 
my sister [Nicole, then 10] and me that 
we were spiritual beings and we were 
going to start learning to communicate 
and not attack each other. As a kid, it’s 
very empowering.” 

At 13, Remini, along with her sister 
and her pregnant mother, was invited 
to move to the church’s Sea Org head- 
quarters in Clearwater, Fla., home to 
Scientology’s most dedicated members. 
“It’s very similar to being a priest or a 
nun,” she explains. Her excitement 
gave way to frustration soon after they 
arrived and the girls signed their “bil- 
lion-year contract” with the church. 
Remini says. Separated from their

kids will not go into the RPR’ ” (Scien- 
tology says Remini was dismissed from 
Sea Org for fraternization.) One year 
after arriving, the family, which now 
included a newborn sister, moved to 
L.A. to become, she says, “civilian Sci- 
entologists.” Life, however, hardly got 
any easier. “We were scraping to get by, 
living on a friend’s floor, trying to get 
our own apartment and paying for Sci- 
entology [courses],” Remini recalls. 

Seeking Stardom 

At first Remini worked as a secretary and 
waitress for various Scientologist-run 
businesses. “When you’re raised in the 
church, your life becomes completely 
insular,” she says. “You all speak this lan- 


mom, Remini and her sister moved into 
what she says was a roach-infested 
motel room with six other girls. She 
dropped out of school in eighth grade 
and, like other kids and adults alike, 
was assigned manual labor for 12 hours 
a day, including cleaning hotel rooms, 
she says: “We were being used as labor- 
ers.” (Scientology says that “allegation 
is false” and maintains that the facility 
was in good standing with the local 
health department.) 

It didn’t take long before Remini 
began bristling under the rigid rules 
and challenging higher- ranking mem- 
bers. “I’m from Brooklyn,” she says 


with a shrug. “I’ve got a mouth on me. 
We [she and Nicole] were often being 
reprimanded and told that we did not 
really have the rank to be sticking up for 
our friends or ourselves.” The final 
straw came when she confessed that 
her boyfriend had “innocently grazed 
my boob over the top of my shirt.” 
Church officials ordered the sisters to 
report to the Rehabilitation Project 
Force, a grueling punishment detail, 
according to Remini. “We actually 
thought we would die if we went there,” 
Remini recalls. 

Instead Remini’s mother stood up for 
them, she says: “My mother said, ‘My 


guage that becomes very frustrating in 
the real world, because you start speak- 
ing it and people are going, ‘What are 
you talking about?’ ” Remini, who grew 
up yearning to be an actress while 
watching I Love Lucy reruns, found 
some Scientology techniques useful as 
she went on auditions. A church friend 
of her mother’s gave her driUs to help her 
“communicate effectively and get her 
intention across” while reading scripts 
for casting agents— “things that are very 
helpful to an actress,” Remini says, 
“because when you walk into an audi- 
tion room, you’re nervous.” 

Starting with a guest role in 1988 on 
Who's the Boss and a short-lived spin-off 
series. Living Dolls, Remini found suc- 
cess. When she landed her breakout 
roles on the sitcoms Fired Up and King 
of Queens, her stature in the church rose. 
She frequented the church’s Celebrity 
Centre, a turreted mecca for artists in 
Scientology. She spent hours a day read- 
ing Hubbard’s teachings, making her 
way through the “300 books, 3,000 lec- 
tures and 100 courses” that she says Sci- 
entologists are required to purchase. 
(False, says the church, which states 
there are 18 fundamental books.) She 
was asked to donate to the church too. 
Over the years, she estimates, she “prob-

ably” handed over nearly $5 million. 
(Scientology says donations are its pri- 
mary source of financial support, ''as 
with most religions.”) 

Meeting Tom Cruise 

In 1996 she fell for her husband, 
singer-entertainer Pagan, at a night- 
club. He was married at the time but 
split with his wife and joined Scientol- 
ogy at Reminds side. Before long they 
were invited to join the entourage of 
top-donating Scientologists who sur- 
rounded the church’s biggest star, Tom 
Cruise, Remini says. She read in church 
files that Cruise played a role in getting 
warning labels put on psychiatric 
drugs— a win for the church, which 
opposes psychiatry. "There was this 
hero image about him that was pre- 
sented at our church events,” she says, 
"so I had an idea that he was the Sec- 
ond Coming for Scientology.” 



But soon Remini became, she says, 
"concerned about the prominent role he 
seemed to be playing in the church.” The 
couple began receiving invites to 
Cruise’s estate, which Remini describes 
in her book as having a "weird” and 
"off-putting” vibe, "like we were being 
watched.” On one particularly "uncom- 
fortable” evening she watched as the 
actor, who was dating actress Katie 
Holmes, berated his terrified Scientolo- 
gist assistants because he wanted to 
bake cookies and somehow didn’t see 
the prepackaged cookie dough they’d 
laid out on the counter. Remini watched 
in horror as Cruise turned to his staff 
and raised his hand above his head. 
"LRH [L. Ron Hubbard] is here,” he said, 
then lowered his hand to his chin and 
said, "and Dave [Miscavige, the head of 
the church] and I are here.” Then, with 
a hand down to his waist, he said, "And 
you are here.” The star’s assistants "had 
the fear of God in them because they 
knew what was coming,” she says now. 
"They are probably still in Florida right 
now because they disgraced him.” 
Cruise has declined to comment about 
any of Remini’s allegations; Scientology 
says, "Ms. Remini is cooking up stories 
to make dough with her book.” 

A Wedding to Remember— and Regret 

In 2006 Remini was invited to Cruise 
and Holmes’s wedding in Rome— and 
wound up both deeply disturbed over 
church officials’ behavior and punished 
for her own, accused of upsetting 


Holmes and other guests. She found it 
odd that church executives asked her to 
invite Jennifer Lopez and her then- 
husband, Marc Anthony, neither of 
whom really knew the couple, to the 
star-studded affair and then "continu- 
ally tried to separate us at different 
wedding events,” she says. "I could only 
conclude that it was part of an attempt 
to perhaps recruit her and Marc.” Sci- 
entology "does not single out anyone 
for its services,” the church countered. 

At a dinner before the wedding, she 
says, she heard Cruise and Holmes’s 
7-month-old daughter Suri crying. She 
snapped at Suri’s three caretakers as 
she got a bottle of milk from Suri’s dia- 
per bag to heat up. "I was a new mother 
at the time and very sensitive to a baby 
crying,” she recalls. "My instincts to 
comfort her just kicked in.” 

Things only got worse from there as 
she watched in dismay as high-ranking 
members (including one "inappropri- 
ately dancing with Brooke Shields,” she 
writes) openly drank and flirted with 
one another, transgressions she says 
were strictly forbidden by the church. 

'Where Is Shelly?’ 

But what concerned her most was that 
no one would tell her why Shelly Mis- 
cavige, the wife of church leader David, 
wasn’t attending the momentous event 
with her husband. Cruise’s best man. 
Remini says she was friendly with 
Shelly: "I liked Shelly very much. We 
spent time together at church events 
and movie premieres.” But Shelly had 
disappeared from social events and 
reportedly still hasn’t been seen in 
public in a decade. 

"I kept asking throughout the night, 
'Does anybody know where Shelly is?’ ” 
she recalls, saying a top church official 
responded, " 'I don’t think you have the 

f rank, quite honestly, to ask where 

Shelly is.’ It was a little bit shocking to 
hear that answer. That sort of sparked 
something in me.” 

On the way to the airport Remini 
found herself alone in a van with Cruise 
and ex-wife Nicole Kidman’s children— 
Bella and Connor Cruise. "How’s your 
mom? Do you see her a lot?” she asked 
the kids. "Not if I have a choice,” Bella, 
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V IAs a mother I respect 

what [Katie Holmes] did, 
I had to get out for my daughter’ 



who was then 13, said, according to 
Remini. "She’s a f— — SR” (A "Sup- 
pressive Person” is someone viewed as 
hostile to the church.) Remini sat in 
silence, feeling "very sad for this family 
that seemed to have been torn apart,” 
she says. Kidman declined to comment 
for this story. "We have never heard Ms. 
Remini’s claim and do not believe it,” 
the church responded in a statement. 
"The Church and Ms. Kidman have 
responded in the past to false claims 
that there was anything wrong with Ms. 
Cruise’s relationship with her mother.” 

The Repercussions 

Remini filed Knowledge Reports 
(church members file reports on one 
another’s behavior) about the various 
infractions she believed she had wit- 
nessed by top officials at the wedding. 
"I was worried about the power that a 
celebrity might have in the church. 


which is against all of our tenets, I 
thought,” she says. "And I was thinking 
I was going to get a plaque because I 
had single-handedly saved Scientology 
from the people who were not deliver- 
ing Scientology purely and who are 
using the church for their own benefit.” 
Overall, Scientology has called her 
claims about the wedding "not only 
untrue but also ridiculous and stupid.” 

She learned that several people at the 
wedding had filed Knowledge Reports 
against her, accusing her of rude behav- 
ior that threatened to ruin the wedding. 
She writes that Katie Holmes "referred 
to my behavior ... as Very upsetting’ ” 
and said she was a "poor example to oth- 
ers.” (Holmes released a statement: "I 
regret having upset Leah in the past and 
wish her only the best in the future.”) 

During her hiatus from King of 
Queens, Remini was summoned to 
Clearwater for four months of grueling

"Sec Check, Truth Rundown and 
Reprogramming,” she says, "intensive 
and exhaustive forms of interroga- 
tions” lasting as long as 12 hours a day. 
"Finally,” she says, "I had to take back 
what I had said [in her Knowledge 
Reports] if I wanted to move further 
through Scientology. In Scientology 
there is no middle ground, so unless I 
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was willing to leave my mother, my sis- 
ter, my brother-in-law and all my 
friends, I had no other choice ” 

Not yet ready to take the unthinkable 
step of leaving. Remini resumed— or 
tried to resume— her life and daily 
church studies. But the interrogations 
that both she and her family endured 
for questioning church authority con- 
tinued, she says. Emboldened, she 
searched the Internet— another serious 
infraction, she says— for information 
about Scientology and even reached out 
to people who had left the church. 

Then in 2012 Holmes divorced Cruise. 
'T went from being very angry with Katie 
Holmes while she was in the church 
because she wrote these reports, which 
my ass was handed to me for,” she says. 
'Then she leaves, and I thought. That’s a 
ballsy move.’ I didn’t see it coming. As a 
mother I respect what she did. But I 
think I know why she did what she did— 
to save her relationship with her daugh- 
ter.” Remini adds that Holmes’s public 
statement to her "really touched me. I 
now see how hard things must have been 
for her, and I’m so happy to see her and 
her daughter doing so well. I feel a kin- 
ship with her as a mother who wants to 
do the right things for their child.” 

Breaking Free 

Remini continued in the church, but by 
2013 she still had not gotten an answer 
about what had happened to Shelly 
Miscavige and demanded that church 
officials deliver a letter to Shelly. Two 
high-ranking Scientologists showed up 
at Remini’s home, she says. The conver- 
sation turned heated, and one of the 
men called her a "bitch.” Remini finally 
reached her breaking point. Terrified 
that her husband, mom and other fam- 
ily members would have to "discon- 
nect” from her— a practice of cutting off 
contact from someone declared hostile 
to Scientology that the church main- 
tains is voluntary— she informed them 
other plans, and they, also disillusioned 
with the church, quickly agreed to join 
her. "There was no discussion,” she says.

"They simply put family ahead of the 
church, which is oftentimes not the case 
with Scientology families. I am lucky 
and blessed.” 

She went public with her decision to 
leave in July 2013, then filed a miss- 
ing-persons report for Miscavige with 
the LAPD. It was officially ruled un- 
founded, and officers said they had met 
with Shelly. Investigators told Remini 
that Shelly "did not want to talk,” Rem- 


ini says. (The Church of Scientology says 
she has never been missing and claims 
Remini has a "history of stalking” her.) 

Since her departure. Remini, who 
initially said little about it, has been pil- 
loried by the church and its supporters. 
Longtime member Kirstie Alley called 
her a "bigot” and "my enemy.” ("I am 
not surprised,” says Remini of Alley’s 
comment.) Instead, she’s focusing on 
the people who give her strength. For 
months after leaving, she struggled 
with her decision and would lie awake 
at night thinking about Nicole Kidman, 
whom she calls her "inspiration.” Rem- 
ini found a role model in Cruise’s ex, 
she says: "Knowing that she went on to 
have a successful and happy life, both 
personally and professionally, helped 
to give me confidence.” 

She got staunch support from Jenni- 
fer Lopez, though at first Remini feared 
Lopez would end their friendship 
because her dad is a Scientologist. But 
Lopez "told me to keep the good things 
and move on with love,” Remini says. 
"She didn’t waver in our friendship.” 

She’s not angry at her mother for 
introducing the family to the church. 
"My mother made me who I am today, 
and Scientology was part of it,” she says. 
"It’s all part of a journey.” One day she’s 
going to tell her own daughter (who, 
she says, was never "indoctrinated” 
into the church) that she made her 
decisions "just as my mother did, in the 
hope of giving you a good chance at life. 
We don’t always make those right 
choices as parents, but I hope that leav- 
ing will give her a better chance.” 

Recently Remini has been exploring 
the Catholicism she first learned about 
as a girl from her Sicilian grandmother. 
In September her daughter Sofia was 
baptized. Remini likes to go to church 
"by myself,” she says, "sitting and 
praying and doing my rosary. Nobody 
is asking me for money. Nobody is 
demanding that I come. I light a candle. 
I sit and I listen. Sometimes I don’t do 
anything. To me it’s what religion is 
supposed to be: a beautiful thing.” •

A DEVASTATING ILLNESS DROVE HIM TO 
SUICIDE, BUT SUSAN WILLIAMS SAYS ROBIN 
‘FOUGHT TO THE END’ % KARA WARNER 

X t seemed like the perfect day. Robin Williams and 
his wife of nearly four years, Susan Williams, got 
up Saturday, Aug. 9, 2014, made breakfast Che was 
on coffee patrol,” she says) and ''did everything we 
love to do,” she recalls. That included lunch on their 
patio, napping together in the afternoon "curled up like little 
animals,” taking in a friend’s art show near their hometown 
of Tiburon, Calif., and going to see Guardians of the Galaxy. 
After a difficult year, during which the legendary comedian, 
63, had suddenly begun experiencing crippling anxiety, delu- 
sions and impaired movement— which doctors had recently 
determined were signs of Parkinson’s disease, things seemed 
"great,” recalls Susan. "I was thinking the [Parkinson’s] med- 
ication was helping. I thought he was getting better.” 

Two days later Susan was left reeling when Williams 
abruptly took his own life, hanging himself from a closet door 
in their home, leaving behind Susan and her two sons, Pete, 
16, and Casey, 15, and his children, Zachary, 31, with first wife 
Valerie Velardi, and Zelda, 25, and Cody, 22, with second wife 
Marsha Garces. Now, more than a year after her husband’s 
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shocking death, the artist is breaking her silence 
on the truth about his devastating final days. Un- 
known to everyone, including Williams, the actor 
suffered from an extreme case of the brain disor- 
der Diffuse Lewy Body Dementia, or Dementia 
with Lewy Bodies (DLB), which causes fluctu- 
ations in mental status, hallucinations and im- 
pairment of motor function. (Doctors were only 
able to pinpoint the diagnosis after an autopsy.) 
And, contrary to what the public believed, Susan 
insists, “it was not depression that killed Robin.” 

Of course Williams did have a history of depres- 
sion, a fact that complicated an already challeng- 
ing diagnosis. When the pair first met in 2007, 
''he’d been on a truckload of antidepressants,” 
says Susan. "But within a few months of us dat- 
ing, he was off. He just didn’t want to be on them 
anymore, and I totally supported him.” For 
more than six years there had been no 
signs of depression. 

But the actor had been struggling 
with a variety of unusual symptoms 
for the last two years of his life: the 
heightened levels of anxiety, de- 
lusions and restricted movement. 

"They would present themselves, 
and it was like whack-a-mole,” 

Susan recalls of her husband’s list of 
symptoms, which began with a pain in 
his gut in 2013, followed closely by elevated 
cortisol levels and sleeplessness. The intermit- 
tent symptoms, which could come on acutely and 
then dissipate, are common for DLB (see sidebar) 
and make it tough to pin down. Says Susan: "You 
would never figure it out.” 

Initially the couple chalked much of it up to 
stress. "He was doing so many movies,” Susan says. 
"One minute he’s [doing press] at The Butler, and 
then he has to fly all over the country, and The 
Crazy Ones was happening in between.” During a 
brief moment of downtime in early 2014, Susan 
noticed other symptoms. Robin’s left hand had 
started trembling a bit, inconsistently, and he be- 
gan having minor delusions and repeated fears 
known as "looping.” "He lay there in bed, and he 
said, 'Honey, there’s something really wrong with 
me.’ And I said, 'I know. I know there is, but we’re 
going to get to the bottom of it, I swear. We’re go- 
ing to get to the bottom of it.’ ” 

The lack of clarity was maddening to the actor. 
In 2014 doctors told Williams he was suffering 
from Parkinson’s disease and prescribed a range 
of treatments. Given his increasingly troublesome 
mental symptoms, he was not totally convinced. 
"He said, 'So do I have Alzheimer’s?’ And the doc- 
tor said, 'No.’ He said, 'Do I have dementia?’ 'Ab-

solutely not.’ 'Am I schizophrenic?’ 'No,’” Susan 
recalls. "I was feeling relieved, and I’m thinking 
Robin should be feeling relieved. . . . But there was 
something else going on.” 

In the months before his death, Williams 
seemed to be losing control. On the Vancouver 
set oiNight at the Museum 3, he noticed a woman 
looking at him in the hotel lobby and experienced 
a severe anxiety attack. "He couldn’t leave the ho- 
tel,” Susan recalls. "That’s when I knew that it was 
really big, whatever was going on, and that I just 
couldn’t [calm him down] anymore.” 

That July, Susan was horrified when her hus- 
band suddenly appeared in front other gushing 
blood from a head wound and unable to explain 
the cause.

Leaning on friends and family 
has also helped her heal. "I have been surrounded 
by such amazing people,” she says. "The minute 
Robin left, I found out my friends, my family— 
they are actually superheroes.” 

And despite an unpleasant court battle over 
Williams’s estate, including personal possessions 
("I had to fight to be able to keep my husband’s 
slippers in the bathroom,” she says), Susan says 
she and her sons are hoping to rebuild their lives 
while honoring his memory and raising awareness 
about DLB. "I can’t help but think that there’s 
some big plan and that Robin and I are a small part 
of it,” she says. "We fought beside each other, and 
we gave it our best.” •

Anita stables, where they slept on cots in 
a cramped horse stall still rife with the 
smell of manure, before being moved to 
the first of two different internment 
camps where Japanese Americans were 
incarcerated during World War II, one 
in Rohwer, Ark., and the other, the Tule 
Lake Segregation Center in Northern 
California. At just 5 years old, Takei 
remembers being excited to ''get to sleep 
where the horsies sleep!” But for his par- 
ents, as he would learn later in life, "it 
was an awful, degrading, humiliating 
experience, filled with their anguish 
over losing everything. We were inno- 
cent American citizens.” 

Now, in the new Broadway show 
Allegiance, Takei pays tribute to his par- 
ents and the more than 110,000 Japa- 
nese American citizens who were 
unfairly incarcerated in camps by the 
U.S. government after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. Eight years in the making, 
the robust production, which marks 
Takef s Broadway debut, tackles both the 
ethical and political issues surrounding 
the internment as well as the human 


family dramas that played out behind 
the camps’ barbed-wire fences. More 
surprising, it’s a musical. "I always envi- 
sioned a drama,” admits Takei, 

"but I’m a passionate musical- 
theater lover, and when the 
enormously gifted composer- 
lyricist Jay Kuo [who wrote the 
music and lyrics forAllegianc^ 
said it needed to be a musical 
'because music hits the emo- 
tions, the heart, as powerfully 
as the intellect,’ I agreed.” 
Costarring with Takei are Glee's Telly 
Leung, the show’s bright-eyed young 
protagonist, and Tony-winner Lea 
Salonga, whom Takei invited to his 
house in Los Angeles to sing a few num- 
bers around the living-room grand 
piano before she signed on. "I can’t tell 
you what a thrill it was to hear her voice 
resounding through our home. Then we 
discovered that she was tweeting, 'Oh, 
wow. I’m in Sulu’s living room,’ ” he says 
with a laugh.

A year later Larson’s emotional 
performance as a kidnapped woman 
forced to raise her son in captivity has 
Hollywood buzzing about her as the 
early front-runner for the Best Actress 
Oscar. After a string of impressive indie 
roles and a turn as Amy Schumer’s sis- 
ter in this summer’s Trainwreck, she’s 
ready to take on awards season— sort 
of. ''I feel superexcited but tired,” she 
says.

Born Brianne Sidonie Desaulniers 
in Sacramento (her parents are chiro- 
practors), Larson has come a long way 
from being a painfully shy child. ''I was 
worried about my body and my face 
and my voice,” she says. ''I felt plagued 
that I didn’t dress or talk the same way 
as other people. I wasn’t interested in 
the same things.” 

Acting and music helped her work 
through her fears. She landed several 
movie and TV roles in her teens (she 
played Bob Saget’s daughter on Raising 
Dad and appeared ini5 Going on 30) and 
released an indie rock album in 2005. 
Later she won acclaim for Showtime’s 
United States of 
Tara and 2013’s 
Short Term 12. 
“I was still very 
much struggling 
to make ends meet 
until like two years 
ago,” she says. 'T 
still don’t really 
get recognized 
anywhere. Most 
of the time it’s 'Did 
I go to college with 
you?’ 'Nope, not me.’ ” Now, her air of lev- 
elheaded candor brings to mind another 
young acting force: Jennifer Lawrence. 
"Brie is the rare kind of person who sets 
you at ease the minute you meet her,” 
says Amy Schumer. "You can count on 
her for honesty and kindness.” 

As far as awards hoopla goes, she’s 
not stressed.

she ‘'never’’ said yes to “anything.”

I never want anyone looking at me.

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freaked out. ..It’s not an attractive 
look. My stage fright [has] ruled my 
every public appearance. 

This year, Jimmy Kimmel’s people 
have asked if I will be a guest on his 
show.
